jungles of Portugese West Africa. 
The post is the first on the Dark 
Continent and itn establishment 
leaves Australia as the only conti- 
nent which has not been penetrated 
by the Legion. Twenty-three explor- 
ers for oil. headed by Robert fL 
Wnmsley, fell to* discussing the war 
on the trail out of Loanda, Angola, 
and it was discovered that eleven of 
the number were ex-service men. 
Wamsley communicated with Akron. 
Ohio Post of the Legion, which ar- 
ranged to obtain the necessary pa- 
pers from national headquarters to 
establish the African post. The ex- 
plorers will remain in the wilds for 
three years. 

Wisconsin led the other depart- 
ments of the American Legion in 
new posts formed during the week 
ending March 19, oharters having 
been issued to three posts. Ohio 
chartered ten units of the Women's 
Auxiliary and Pennsylvania nine. 
There are now 10,297 posts of the 
Legion and 2,3fifl units of its 
Women's Auxiliary. 

When the chief of police of Ara- 
arillo, Texas, was threatened with 
death for his efforts in fighting the 
crime in that city, American Legion 
members formed an auxiliary poli^*p 
force and stood by the chief until 
the town was cleaned up. 

Thomas W. Miller, of Delaware, is 
receiving congratulations from mem- 
bers of the American Legion in all 
parts of the country because of his 
appointment as Alien Propert Custo- 
dian by President Harding. Colonel 
Miller was a member of the Paris 
caucus of the American Legion in 
1919, one of the incorporators of the 
organization in this country and 
chairman of the National Legislative 
Committee of the Legion from June, 
191fl|, to June, 1920. His new job 
is to look after a billion dollars' 
worth of German and Austrian prop- 
erty in this country taken over by 
the government when war was de- 
clared against the Central Empires. 

A protest, alleging "discrimination 
against postal employes because of 
service for their country during the 
World Wnr," will be placed before 
Postmnster General Will Hays by 
the Americnn Legion, according to 
Lemuel Boiles, National Adjutant of 
that organization. The Legion now 
"barges that provisions of the act 
giving war veterans preference in 
civil service examinations have been 
ignored. The committee, which will 
take the matter up with Mr. nays, 
will be headed by Theodore Roose- 
velt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. 

To further better understanding 
between Canadian and American 
veterans, representatives of the 
American Legion posts at Oswego 
and Watertown, N. Y., have been in- 
vited to attend the annual banquet 
and celebration of St. Julian's Day, 
which will be held at Kingston, On- 
tario, April 22 and 23 under the au- 
spices of the Army and Navy Vet- 
erans in Canada. St. Ju)ian's Day 
will mark the anniversary of the 
first poison gas attack, which the 
Germans made on the Canadians at 
Ypres. The Legion's action against 
Boche propaganda was characteris- 
ed by the Canadian society as "a 
splendid stand in defense of our 
common liberties." 

Full indorsement of the American 
Legion has been voted by the Central 
Labor Union of Willmar, Minn. The 
resolution, which avers that the aims 
of the Legiuu and Organized Labor 
ere identical, refers specifically to

Views, as expressed from Wash- 
ington, which may become the basis 

of the ITnnling administration's avi- 
ation policy were exchanged at the 

War Department la«t week when 
Secretaries Weeks, Hays and IToot- 
er and Acting Secretary of the Nary 

Roosevelt met to dfsonss the aerial 
activities and needs of their depart- 
ments. 

As a result of the conference It 
was decided that in the interests of 
economy sUnHnnnWtinn eonld be 
effected of certain types of ma- 
chines to be used by the War, Com- 
merce and postoffice departments, 
nnd unit bnying could be inaugu- 
rated without injury to the various 
■services. At present each department 
does its own buying nnd experimental 
work independently. It was also con- 
cluded that a standardised plan, as 
suitable to the needs of the postal 
air serviqe nnd commercial workj, 
eonld be developed nlong lines that 
its use as an army 



air service and suggested that one 
way to reduce them wonld be to sub- 
ject postal mail flyers to the regular 

army aviation examination and re- 
quire them to enter the > army avia- 
tion reserve corpa. 

In addition to the heads of do- 
port men fs. there were present to ex- 
plain technical questions, Major 
Dencral C. T. Mcnoher, director of 
nrmy aviation; Captain William A.

Some one has divided his life into 
four seven-yeafr periodaj That hrnirs 
the full manhood of twe-tv -eight 
years. You can't make n man out of 
a boy and stop off at twenty-one, 
no more than you can make a sea- 
soned draft horse of a three-year- 
old. 

Fmrn one to seven years any boy 
is pretty good. H« is the constant 
companion of his mother in this first 
period and her influence is akin to 
the divine. 

His second seven-year period car- 
ries him to fourteen years. In this 
second seven years he breaks loose 
from the apeon strings. He goes 
down on the mill pond lot. He stands 
around where men congregate. He 
hears much that he should not hear, 
ne hears profanity, obscenity and 
coarse vulgarity. Men have not 
lenrned to restrain their converse in 
the presence of tho impressionable 
boy. 

From fourteen to twentv-one is 
the danger period. It is also the 
smnrt-nleck period, for the average 
boy in his teens thinks what he 
doesn't know is of small importance. 
Sound advice to hiiu is about ninety 
per cent sound and ten per cent ad- 
vice* 

It is the period when he pushes 
formality aside. It is the period in 
which he keeps late hours. It is also 
the period of anxiety for the mother 
and the period of indifference for 
the father. 

Unfortunately, just when the 
father should chum with his boy, 
shaping his thought and conduct, he 
mnnifests his greatest indifference. 
The father oftinies chides the mother 
because of her anxiety and solici- 
tude. 

If the average boy can pass 
through this period from fourteen 
to twenty-one, and come clean, the 
battle is prrtcticully won. If In- 
comes up to his twenty-first war 
eonrse, vulgar, profane and m th an 
n n ds fb wd purpose, the chames of 
his making a thorough-going citizen 
are against him. 

Much of the blame for. defective 
young men lies at the door of our 
mm <»f affairs. But few men ever 
think of giving a word of encourage 
ment nnd a boy in his teens is ensih 
-lorified. A heart to heart talV In 
private with n growing boy leaves a" 
nmn7. : nr» impression. 

Take the matter of thrift n * an

boy into the director's room and in- 
v ted him to open n - 'vings account.

Furthermore, the boy or young 
MM who has acquired thrift has 
shaken from hiiUHelf s score of 
shortcomings that follow in the wake 
of the spandthrift. 

In the fourth period from twenty- 
one to twenty-eight, tiie young mun 
becomes "set," as they sayj It is the 
period in which he decides upon his 
rk or profession. It is the period 
J in which be establishes a home, and

Lead Arsenate Kills 
Curculio on Peaches 



Peach trees should be sprayed 
with powdered arsenate of lead, ns- 
ing one pound to 50 gallons of water 
about the time the shucks begin to 

drop to control peach curculio, ac- 
cording to H.| R. Niswonger, of the 
horticultural department of State 
College. Two to three pounds of 
slacked lime should be added to each 
50 gallons of the spray to prevent 
burning the trees 1 .

Illiteracy is Shown 

In a report from Washington il- 
literacy is decreasing in the nation, 
according to Census Bureau returns 
from the first three states in which 
1920 enumeration has been worked 
out on the subject. 

In Alabama, where the percentage 
of illiteracy was found to be 22J9 
per cent of the total population over 
the ten years of age in 1910 s ,. the 
1920 percentage was 16.L 

In Arkansas the percentage drop- 
Ted from 12.6 in 1910 to 9.4 in 1920 
nnd in Delaware from 8.1 in 1910 to 
6.9 in 1920. 

Illiterate persons under the cen- 
sus bureau tabulation include all 
0 those unable to write. 

In all three states the percentage 
of illiteracy in the rural districts 
was somewhat greater than in the 
cities. In Alabama 17.8 per cent of 
rural residents were found to be il- 
literate nnd 10.4 per cent in cities. 
In Arkansas 13.6 per cent of the 
rural population and 6.5 per cent of 
urban; in Delaware 6.1 per cent for 
rural districts and 5,7 per cent for 



urban. 

In both Southern states there was 
more illiteracy among negroes than 
whites, although the proportion like- 
wise declined among the negroes dur- 
ing the ten years. In Delaware 17.3 
per cent of foreign born white per- 
sons over ten were found illiterate 
and only 2 per cent of native whites 
of native parentage were so class- 
ified.

control both infections. 

The sprinkling method is almost a 
standard procedure for the treat- 
ment of oats smuts. The solution, 
which is use<L is made up of one 
part of formaldehyde and 240 parts 
of water is equivalent to one pint in 
30 gallons. Not more than a gallon 
of the solution will be necessary for 
treating a bushel of oats. Applica- 
tion of it is made with an ordinary 
sprinkling can while the grain is be- 
ing shoveled from one pile to an- 
other, care being taken to sec that 
all seeds are wet. The pile of grain 
should then be covered with a sack 
or cloth that has first been dipped 
in the formaldehyde solution. The 
seed should be left in this condition 
for two hours or over night. Best 
results are obtained if the seed is 
planted immediately after being 
treated by either method, but when 
this is impossible the seed should 
be washed off in water as soon as 
possible after the treatment is com- 
pleted and then spread out to dry. 

In using the spray method one 
part of formaldehyde to one of 
water should be used and approxi- 
mately 50 bushels of seed sprayed 
with one quart. A small hand 
sprayer may be used in applying the 
solution to the seed as it is shoveled 
from one pile to another. One part 
of formaldehyde mny he used to 10 
parts of water* but one quart of this 
solution will spray only five bushels. 
After the material is applied to the 
seeds by this method they should be 
covered the same way as they were 
in the sprinkling method.

Attorney General Dawson is of the 
opinion that the adoption of the 
nineteenth amendment made citizens 
of women within the meaning of the 
term nnd therefore qualified them 
for jury service. His opinion in full 
follows: 

"The Constitution does not un- 
dertake to fix the qualifications of 
jurors. Section 2248, Kentucky Stat- 
utes, defines the qualifications of 
grnnd jurors, and, insofar as appli- 
cable, provides as follows: 

"No person shall he qualified to 
serve as a grnnd juryman unless he 
be a citizen and a housekeeper of 
the county in which he may be called 
to serve, and over the age of 21 
years." 

"Certain exclusions, not necessary 
here to mention^ are also made in 
this section. 

"Section 2253. Kentucky Statutes 
defines the qualifications of petit 
jurymen, and, insofar as applicable, 
as ns follows: 

"No person shall be competent 
iuryman for the trial of criminal, 
penal or civil cases in any court un- 
less he be a citizen, at least 21 years 
of age, n hou-;clccc|>or. sober, tem- 
perate, discreet and of good de- 
meanor. 

"It will he observed that neither 
of these sections specifically require 
a juryman lo be a nmle person. How- 
ever, the personal masculine pro- 
noun Tie' is used ir referring to such 
juryman. The use of this pronoun 
in connection with the further provi- 
sion of the statutes that a juryman 
anal be a citizen of the Common- J 
wealth of Kentucky, was ample jus- 
tification for the practice indulged 
in prior to the adoption of the nine- 
teenth amendment of allowing only 
male persons to serve on juries. Of

the adoption of the nineteenth 
amendment, for the sole reason that 
they were not citizens within the real 
meaning of the term as defined in the 
case of Amy vs. Smith, supra. They 
now enjoy all hte rights and priv- 
iliges onferred by the institutions of 
Kentucky upon the highest class of 
society in this State. In my judg- 
ment they are now citizens within 
the maening of that word, as used in 
the two sections above quoted, and 
entitled to serve as jurors, unless it 
be held that the use of the masculine 
pronoun Tie' in referring to jurors 
precludes them from serving. 

"Section 457, Kentucky Statutes, 
provides in part : 

" 'A word importing the masculine 
■.render only may extend and be ap- 
plied to females ns well as males." 

"Therefore, inasmuch as women 
are now citizens nnd can meet all 
the requirements of jurors required 
by Sections 2248 nnd 2253 of the 
Kentucky Statutes, the word Tie' as 
used in the sections referred to 
■kovU hi made to apply to and em- 
brace femnles ns well as males^ It 
follows from what I have said that 
women may now legally serve on 
juries in Kentucky."
